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The Compiler of the following Manual, haying 
found from his own experience that the memory is 
greatly assisted by means of an Alphabetical 
Arrangement, has, according to this plan, endear- 
oured to select and arrange certain portions of 
Scripture, which may, by the blessing of GK)d, be 
mado profitable to His Afflicted People. 

It is not their Father's will, that the children 
should be " without chastisement whereof all are 
partakers ;" wherefore He has furnished them with 
''exceeding great and precious promises, "every way 
fitted to support and strengthen them in all their 
" tribulation in the world." 

It is with the view of more effectually fixing in 
the memory some of these precious promises, that 
this little compilation has been made. And if any 
** poor afflicted ones" by means of it, shall be better 
enabled to keep in memory some of the true sayings 
of God, and thereby be sustained and comforted in 
their affliction, the Compiler will rejoice in havin^^ 
thus " ministered to the saints."
